The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness rejections set 
forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 



Claims 58-78 and 103-1 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Sanders(61 74595) in view of Hackman(5571628). 

The cited primary reference teaches the basic claimed invention including a fiber-reinforced, thin-walled 
component comprising a cement matrix made of superfine cement and fluidizers with fiber material 
therein- col 2, lines 5, line 35- col 6, line 22; col 8, lines 38-60; see entire reference. The cited reference 
fails to expressly teach that the included fibers are steel mats. The secondary reference to Hackman 
teaches that it is known in the art to include compresses steel wool mats in similar types fiber reinforced 
articles as taught by the primary reference- col 1, line 65 - col 2, lines 58-60. it would have been obvious 
to one of ordinary skill in the art to combine the teachings of the secondary reference and include similar 
types additives , thought therein, in the primary reference to impart desired properties to the product of 
the primary reference.- see secondary reference. Concerning claims 60—62,66,68,69,70, and 78, the 
secondary reference teaches the claimed limitations- see col 2, lines 18-67; col 3, lines 1- col 4, line 4. 
Concerning claims 103-111, it is submitted that the cited references teach the cited limitations- see 
references. Concerning claims 67,71-77, the primary reference teaches the claimed limitations in col 2, 
lines 26-67; col 10, lines 14-58; see entire reference. 
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The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's disclosure. 
Schupack(4617219), Hartmann et al(4414262) and Gothard et al(3637457) are cited of interest for their 
teachings as set forth and additionally to show the state of the art.
